It is tho belief of the labor loaders 
that those men control the m anufacture 
and output of every large mill In Maine, 
New' H ampshire and Massachusetts, and 
th at they fix the price of the m anufact­ 
ured goods, just as the beef tru st and 
the steel trust m ake the prices on their 
commodities. 
They assert that those who control the 
Lowell mills have decided to refuse the 
request for a IO per cent, raise because 
they fear th a t the operatives employed 
in

CHICAGO, March 30—-“The solution 
of the negro problem lies with the 
negro himself. It can he brought about 
by his acquiring land, 
saving money 
and educating his sons. There is noth­ 
ing in the cry about social equality. 
The negro does not want it and does 
not expect it.” 
This statem ent was made last night 
at Bethel Church, by J. J. Smallwood, 
president of the Temperance, Industrial 
and Collegiate Institution, a negro in­ 
stitution at Claremont, Va. 
At the close of the Civil war Presi­ 
dent Smallwood said "the negro had 
nothing. 
Since then he 
has accum u­ 
lated $300,000,000 worth of property. He 
has built up 96 institutions of learning 
and 
the 
race 
has 
furnished 
27,000 
school teacher*. He has turned his a t­ 
tention to buying land and this will 
eventually result In the solution of the 
race problem. 
“I have no objection to a law requir­ 
ing negroes to ride in a separate coach 
on the railways. W hat I do want is a 
division of the coach, so that we would 
not have to mingle with the element in 
our race that is shunned by the edu­ 
cated whites in theirs.”

There seems to be unnecessary alarm over the great mill strike Just be­ 
gun. 
Some people think that it will result in imm ediate destitution to thou­ 
sands, that it will paralyze business generally and bring ruin to m any busi­ 
ness houses which depend largely upon tile mill operatives for patronage, 
but we do not think this feeling of alarm is justified by 
the 
facts. 
The 
mill operatives of Lowell have been as a rule a very frugal and thrifty class. 
T hat a large proportion of them has m ade provision for tho proverbial rainy 
day, the large deposits in the local savings banks will readily 
show’. 
In ­ 
deed, few' cities such as Lowell can show such 
large 
deposits 
from 
the 
working people. The earnings of the operatives 
are small, to be sure, 
but 
those who are single, and they constitute a large 
portion of the 
whole, were 
able to save something every week. 
E ven the Greeks who have been here 
but a short time have substantial bank accounts. 
These bank accounts will 
be freely drawn upon during the strike so that the strikers, even though out 
of work and earning nothing, will enjoy some of the com forts of life. 
For those who have no hank account the union 
will 
provide from the 
relief funds after the first two weeks of 
tho strike 
so th a t there 
need be 
no apprehension of suffering or of an industrial 
cataclysm 
which 
would 
bring down m erchants and various lines of business in general disaster. 
In case the drain upon 
the savings of the operatives be too great, there 
will be a shifting of loans upon m ortgages and perhaps a slight Increase In 
the rate of interest for loans at these particular banks. 
Let it be under­ 
stood! that there will be almost as much money spent for weeks to come as 
if the mills w’ere running. The people will live as usual and the butcher and 
the baker and the candlestick m aker will do business at the old stand with 
receipts practically norm al for the operatives now on 
strike are going to 
have some of the comforts of life regardless of the strike. 
Therefore let not the calam ity wall go out as if a panic prevailed here. 
I>o not Invite disaster by predicting it and then rushing to meet It. 


GOOD STROKE HY KING EDW ARD. 
The abolition of the iniquitous system 
of Irish lanlordism 
by enabling 
the tenants to purchase is one of 
the best things the English government 
ever did. 
It is a grand stroke of public policy by King Edward. 
Were the late queen on the throne, the

does not wish to expatriate a race which gives the country such 
tacticians as Roberts, Kitchener, French, and many others. 
He sees the 
ad v an tag e of keeping them a t home and making 
them his 
friends.

course of time the population of Ireland will grow to w hat ll was in ISH 
c r about 8,000,000, although It Is now only 
about

number. Then 
Ireland will get w hat she wants. 


T R E A SU R ER CLARK 8 CHARGES. 
Treasurer Clark of the Boott mills In an interview' published in a Boston 
paper made some very ^questionable statem ents. 
He said that the non-union 
people were Intimidated or actually threatened if they went to work after 
the strike went into effect. 
This statem ent 
has little, lf 
any foundation 
In fact. 
Borne sycophantic ‘ soup" m ight 
have told 
the agents 
such

story, but lf so it was m anufactured for a purpose. 
Again Mr. Clark sta tes that they (the 
agents) 
have been told that other 
cities practically organized the strike in Lowell, that it was Lowell s turn 
to have a strike. This statem ent is evidently as 
groundless 
us was 
that 
of a local morning paper which stated that President Tansy and Secretary 
H lbbert urged the local unions to strike, when they did nothing of 
the 
kind. 
Inasmuch as the Lowell mills pay lower wages than those of any other 
Now England city, it Is natural that 
the operatives 
should demand 
Wages 
equal to those 
paid elsewhere for practically the 
sam e work. 
We do not 
see how the mid men could blame the operatives of different 
cities for standing by one another, even if it were so, for do not the mills 
of different cities stand by one another? W hat does the A rkwright club m ean? 
W h at does the Mill A gents’ association of Lowell m ean? 
How many mills do 
L ym an and Coolidge control? 
There is no reason why the operatives of 
various cities should not band together for mutual benefit even as 
do 
the 
mills. 
The mill combine compels them to do so; hut still it Is untrue that 
an y such Influence from without was exercised In promoting this strike. The 
present strike is the logical outcome of the bunco gam e played upon the op­ 
eratives last year, when the Textile Council was persuaded to declare off the 
strike and leave tho whole m atter to the civic committee and 
the 
agents. 
T he com m ittee could do nothing and the agents would do nothing for the 
operatives except compelled. 
The operatives 
had 
been 
bamboozled 
and 
this strike is the result not of outside influence but of that trick and the 
fact th at there Is still more reason for demanding an Increase this year 
than there w as last.

In the early part of 1902 upon 
th# com pletion of the A tlanta peni­ 
ten tiary , a num ber of United State* 
prisoners incarcerated 
in 
penitentia­ 
ries in 
Ohio and New York 
were 
tran sferred 
to the IT. S. penitentiary 
at A tlanta. 
By reason of the tran s­ 
fer of these prisoners, their terms of 
im prisonm ent were very materially in­ 
creased—In some cases to the ex ten t 
of three or four years—for the reason 
th a t the Ohio and New York laws 
relatin g to the diminution 
of 
s e n ­ 
tences for good conduct which by the 
federal statu tes, were made applica­ 
ble to the 
United States prisoners. 


were very much more liberal than the 
federal statu tes under which such di­ 
minution of sentences is permitted In 
federal Institutions. 
The last congress repealed the fed­ 
eral statutes, m aking state laws ap 
pllcable 
to United States prisoners, 
and enacted a very liberal com m uta­ 
tion law, applicable to 
all 
United 
States prisoners wherever 
confined. 
The 
order provides that all United 
States prisoners who were 
or here­ 
after shall he transferred from a state 
institution to the United States peni­ 
tentiary at A tlanta, Ga., under sen­ 
tence imposed on or before the tw en­ 
tieth day of July. 1902, be discharged 
upon the day when they would have 
been discharged had 
they 
continued 
to he confined in the state prison or 
penitentiary 
from which they were 
transferred; upon the usual conditions 
of good conduct.

The legislative committee on liquor 
law heard closing argum ents yesterday 
afternoon on the petition of Miss Flor- 
etta Vining for am endm ent of the pres­ 
ent law so th a t the hotels m ay serve 
liquor with food up to midnight. 
The petitioner was represented by W. 
R. Torrey and the rem onstrants by M. 
M. Johnson. 
The feature of the session 
was the statem ent made to the com­ 
mittee by Rev. Edw ard Keens of N or­ 
well, a Unitarian minister, who 
was 
called by Counsel Torrey 
and 
who 
strenuously urged the passage of the 
proposed legislation. 
Mr. Keens had but little 
sym pathy 
for those who had appeared before the 
committee in opposition to the removal 
I of the present restrictive law. 
A letter had been received by counsel 
for the opposition from 
Dr. W arren, 
president of Boston university. 
Rev. 
Mr. Keens referred to it as the letter 
from the president of a denominational 
institution —a denomination which 
he 
would expect to look at the question 
before the com mittee as it did, namely, 
in opposition. 
Rev. Mr. Keens reviewed various a t ­ 
tem pts which had been. made 
by 
well­ 
meaning people to quench the desire 
for intoxicating 
liquors. 
Those 
a t ­ 
tempts, he contended, had ended dis­ 
astrously. 
In part he said: 
“You can not suppress hum an nature. 
Men, such as we have in mind, have 
Died it over and over again and in 
all parts of the world. 
They tried to. 
suppress human nture In the days of 
Christian asceticism 
and 
gave 
the 
world only morbid fanatics. 
"They tried it in the days of C rom ­ 
well; England turned P uritan because 
of the law of the sword. 
Then came 
the reaction In the awful sensuality, li­ 
cense and drunken 
debaucheries 
of 
Charles II. 
“Only a few years ago, to m y own 
knowledge, it was tried in a city 
In 
prohibition New Hampshire and it only 
resulted in drunken orgies in the pine 
groves, which were more harm ful than 
the worst saloons. 
“Next to the sin of com m itting a 
crime is the sin of creating one. 
And 
that is what suppressing hum an nature 
usually does. 
It turns w hat might he 
fairly legitim ate and but slightly h arm ­ 
ful, if a t all, Into orgies of imm oral- 
Ry. 
“I look upon the l l o'clock law, as It 
applies to Boston, as sim ply another 
one of* those irrational prohibitions 
which the representatives of the ‘don’ts 
und m u stn ’t*’ of life are alw ays build­ 
ing around hum an nature.

amounted to ?200,000, but quite recently 
he has Increased the amount of this 
Elf C by a million dollars, with a hint 
conveyed at tha same time thnt there 
iriay be millions more to come, thus 
placing what will undoubtedly become 
one oC tha world's most useful chari- 
ties upon an impregnable foundation 
boyoii'l the reach of-posaiblo disaster.

MACHINISTS DISCHARGED 
FROM MERRIMACK MILLS 
Y esterday afternoon M of the 70 m a­ 
chinists employed in the 
Merrimack 
mills were let go. 
They were told that 
their services w ou'ii not be required 
again until the strike shall have been 
set tied. 
Similar orders were Issued to three 
blacksm iths and all of these men took 
their kits with them when they left 
work last night, 
The m achinists are not 
unionized, 
and although they appreciated Hie fact 
that the strike would ultim ately a f­ 
fect them, they took no part in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
They seemed perfectly satisfied last 
night to accept tile Inevitable, and there 
was a strong sentim ent am ong them 
to organize. 


In the mill and then if it Is pleasant 
I take a noonday walk to get the 
fresh air. 
"Then It is back again to the loom 
to work another five hours until the 
o’clock whistle blows. 
"I blake about $6.20 a week. 
Some 
girls who work hard 
make a little 
more, but you can rest assured that 
they earn every cent of 
it by the 
sweat of their brow. 
I used to make 
better money, but I couldn’t stand thf 
hard. work, so took an 
easier 
job 
where 
the pay is smaller. 
I have 
been in the mill IS years. 
"I have talked with a great many 
women employed in the mills, and I 
have yet to meet one, whether she 
belonged to the 
union or not, 
who 
didn’t believe 'th a t we were entitled 
to the IO per cent. Increase we ask for. 
"The agents, representing the own 
ors, say they can’t afford to pay the 
IO per cent, increase 
but this is a 
stock reply. 
The mill hand is usually 
the last 
to 
experience 
a benefit 
through good times and is 
generally 
the first to/feel 
the effects of 
bad 
times. 
“ In 
union there is strength.’ is an 
old saying. 
F believe that the force 
of that old adage ha« been brought 
home 
to every 
operative 
when the 
mill agents were 
forced to shut down 
their mills. 
It may be true th a t not 
all belong to the union but all are 
united in this contest."

Michael’s church, and he found the la ­ 
dies of this organization willing and 
glad to assist him in any way. 
Many 
people on the hill whom he approached 
promised to bake and cook for the new* 
venture and hence the project promises 
to be a grand success. 
Speaking of his plan with The Sun 
reporter this morning, Officer D ennett 
said: “There are an awful lot of poor 
children in Centralville and they will 
feel the evil effects of the strike worse 
than their elders and have no m eans of 
helping themselves.

only a speck on the world's map. 
Then 
the first d< I nter comes back

all the mills now have an opportunity to 
walt until the m arket gets down. and as 
Agent Southworth Is reported to have 
said recently: "It will be more profitable 
for the mills at the present time to sell 
the raw materia lthan the manufactured 
article.”

Some people think that it will result in Immediate destitution to thou­ 
sands, that It will paralyze business generally and bring ruin to m any burli­ 
ness, houses which depend largely upon the mill operatives for patronage, 
but w e do not think this feeling of alarm Is justified by 
the 
facts. 
The 
mill operatives of Ijowell have been as ti rule a very frugal and thrifty class. 
T h a t a large proportion of them has made provision for the proverbial rainy 
day, th e large deposits In the local savings hanks will readily 
show. 
In­ 
deed. few' cities such as Lowell can show sik h 
large 
deposits 
from 
the 
w orking people. 
The earnings of the operatives are small, to be sure, 
but 
th o se who are single, and they constitute a large 
portion of the 
whole, were 
ab le to save som ething every week. 
Even the Greeks who have been here 
b u t a short time have substantial bank accounts. 
T hese hank accounts will 
be freely drawn upon during the strike so that the strikers, even though out 
o f work and earning nothing, will enjoy som e o f the com forts of life. 
For those w ho have no bank account the union 
will 
provide from the 
relief fu n d s 
after the first tw o w eeks of 
the strike 
so that there 
need he 
n o ap prehension of suffering or of an Industrial 
cataclysm 
which 
would 
b rin g dow n m e rc h a n ts and various lines of business in general disaster. 
In case the drain upon 
the savings of the operatives be too Rreat, there 
w ill he a shifting of loans upon m ortgages and 
perhaps a slight increase in 
th e ra te of Interest for loans at these particular banks. 
Let It he under­ 
stood th a t there 
will be alm ost as much m oney spent for w eeks to come as 
if the mills were 
running. Tho people will live as usual and the butcher and 
th e baker and the candlestick maker will do business at the old stand with 
receipts p ractica lly normal for the operatives now on 
strike are going to 
h a v e some of the comforts of life regardless of the strike. 
Therefore let not the calam ity wail go out as lf a panic prevailed here. 
D o not invite disaster by predicting It and then rushing to meet It.

W e do not see how the mill men could blame the o p erativ es of different 
cities for standing by one another, even if it w ere so, for do not the mills 
o f different cities stand by one another? W hat does the A rkw right club m ean? 
W h a t does th e Mill Agents' association of Lowell m ean ? 
H ow m an y mills do 
L y m a n an d Coolidge control? 
There is no reason w hy the op erativ es of 
v a rio u s cities should not band together for mutual benefit even a s 
do 
the 
m ills. 
T he mill combine compels them to do so; but still It is u n tru e th at 
a n y such influence from without w as exercised In p ro m o tin g th is strike. The 
p re s e n t strik e is th e logical outcom e of the bunco gam e played upon the o p ­ 
erativ e* la st year, w hen th e Textile Council w as p ersuad ed to declare off the 
strike anti leave the whole m atter to the civic comm ittee and 
the 
agents. 
T h e c o m m itte e could do nothing and the agents 
would do n oth ing for the 
o p e ra tiv e s except compelled. 
The operatives 
had 
been 
bam boozled 
and 
th is strik e is the resu lt not of outside Influence but of that trick and the 
fac t th a t th e re is still m ore reason for demanding on Increase this year 
t h a n th ere w as last.

which will affeot more than a hun­ 
dred prisoners confined In the

United States penitentiary at Atlanta. 
Ga.. 
In the early part of 1902 upon 
the completion of the A tlanta peni­ 
tentiary, a num ber of United States 
prisoners Incarcerated In 
penitentia­ 
ries in 
Ohio and New York 
were 
transferred 
to the U. S. penitentiary 
at Atlanta. 
By reason of the tran s­ 
fer of these prisoners, their terms of 
imprisonment w’ere very materially in­ 
creased—in sortie cases to the oxtent 
of three or four years-—for the reason 
that the Ohio and New York laws 
relating to the diminution 
of 
sen­ 
tences for good conduct which by the 
federal statutes, were made applica­ 
ble to the 
United States prisoners, 


were very much more liberal than the 
federal statutes under which such di­ 
minution of sentences Is permitted In 
federal Institutions. 
The last congress repealed the fed­ 
eral statutes, making state laws ap­ 
plicable 
to United States prisoners, 
and enacted a very liberal com m uta­ 
tion law, applicable to 
all 
United 
States prisoners wherever 
confined. 
The 
order' provides that h 11 United 
States prisoners who were 
or here­ 
after shall be transferred from a state 
institution to the United States peni­ 
tentiary at Atlanta. Ga., under sen­ 
tence Imposed on or before the tw en­ 
tieth day of .Inly. 1902, be discharged 
upon the day when they would have 
been discharged had 
they 
continued 
to he confined In the state prison or 
penitentiary 
from which they were 
transferred; upon the usual conditions 
of good conduct.

Mr. Keens referred to it as the letter

Rev. Mr. Keens reviewed various a t ­ 
tem pts which had been made by 
well­ 
meaning people to quench the desire 
for intoxicating 
liquors.

“They tried it in the days of Crom ­ 
well; England turned Puritan because 
of the law of the sword.

debaucheries 
of 
Charles ll. 
“Only a few years ago, to my own 
know ledge, It was tried in a city 
in j 
prohibition New H am pshire and it only 
resulted in drunken orgies in the pine 
groves, which were more harmful than 
the worst saloons. 
“Next to the sin of com mitting a 
crime is the sin of creating one. 
And 
that is what suppressing human nature 
usually does. 
it turns what might be 
fairly legitimate and but slightly h arm ­ 
ful, lf at all, into orgies of Im m oral­ 
ity. 
“I look upon the ll o’clock law. as It 
applies to Boston, as simply another 
one of 
those irrational prohibitions 
•which the representatives of the ’don’ts 
and m ustn’ts’ of life are always build­ 
ing around hum an nature.

Both eliots 
missed, nnd the. lady was about to fire 
a third time when M. Provost disarmed 
her and endeavored to calm her. 


She waa taken temporarily Into cus- 


tody and explained that Bhe had known 
M. Provost In Ixindon some time ago. 
His avoidance of her since that time 
had prompted her to seek to avenge 
herself, but she did not intend to kill

novelist. M. Provost refused to

The great Rockefeller In- 
etltute For Medical Research had its 
Inception long ago, though Its alms and 
the-scope.of the projected work have 
only'recenlly been made public. 


Mr. Rockefeller's first donation for 


Iho prosecution 
of pathological 
re- 


search was a year aifo last June and 
amounted to ?2QO,OOQ, but quite recently 
ho has Increased the amount of this 
gift by a million dollars, with a hint 
conveyed at the same time that there 
may be millions more to come, thus 
placing what will undoubtedly become 
one of the world's most useful chari- 
ties upon an Impregnable foundation 
beyond tho reach of possible disaster. 


According lo one of his collaborators, 


U was not thought beat to concentrate 
the work of the flrst year In any single 
place, but In accordance with the bes 
results of experience to enlist the co 
operation of various Investigators in 
different parts of the country.

One of the most hopeful features o 


the great work is the practical naturi, 
of its Investigations. For many cenlu 
rlos now men have been delving Into 
nature's arcana trying to wrest from 
her the secret of henllh and longevity 
and by this time It Is reasonable to ex 
pcct results. But, Aside from the sen 
eral fact that life la perhaps a lltlle

They nro to meet not for the purpose 
ef orb!trntlon--for our government has 
HI along firmly held that there Is noth- 
ing to arbitrate—but to decide merely 
where tbe conterminous boundary line 
between Alaska and British Columbia 
chall run, as laid down by treaty be- 
tren Great Britain and Russia In 1325. 
Then that line will be definitely marked 
by means of International monuments 
and Ecttlerl, it is hoped, for all time. 


Depending upon this treaty between 


Russia and Great Britain for Its inter- 
pretation is tho treaty entered Into be- 
twecn Russia, and the United States In 
1887, by which the vast territory of 
Alaska, more than COO.OCO square miles 
In area and with Its almost boundless 
resources, became a possession of tlie 
United States. Of the various articles 
In our treaty with Russia those num- 
bered three and four have Ihe most di- 
rect bearing upon the line of demarca- 
tion and In substance are as follows: 


"3. His majesty the emperor of all 


the Rus.slas ngrees to cede to the Unit- 
rd States by this convention immedi- 
ately upon exchange ol the ratifications 
thereof all the territories and domin- 
ion* now posf .-ased by his flaid majesty 
on the continent of America, and In the 
adjacent islands, the same being con- 
tained within tho geographical limits 
herein ,=et forth, to wit: The eastern 
limit la the ISr.o of demarcation, be- 


tween the Russian and British posses- 
sions in North America as established 
by the convention between Russia anil 
Great Britain of Feb. 28 (16), 1825, and 
described in articles 3 and 4 of said 
convention In the following terms: 


" 'Commencing from the southernmost 


point of the Island called Frlnce of 
Wales Island, which point lies In a par- 
allel of &< degrees 40 minutes north lat- 
itude, and between one hundred and 
thirty-first and one hundred nnd thir- 
ty-third degrees of west longitude (me- 
ridian of Greenwich), tho said line 
shall ascend to the north along the 
channel called Portland channel as far 
as the^ point of the continent where It 
strikes the flfty-Flxth degree of north 
latitude; 
from this 
last mentioned 


point the line of demarcation shall fol- 
low the summit of the mountains situ- 
ated parallel to the coasl as far as the 
point of intersection of the one hundred 
and forty-first degree of weal longitude 
(of the same meridian), and finally 
from the said point of Intersection, the 
said meridian line of the one hundred 
and forty-first degree. In its prolonga- 
tion as far as the frozen ocean.' "

CALAMITY W AIL

There seem s to be unnecessary alarm over the great mill strike just be­ 
gun. 
Some people think that it will result In immediate destitution to thou­ 
sands, that it will paralyze business generally and bring ruin to many busi­ 
ness houses which depend largely upon the mill operatives for patronage, 
but we do not think this feeling of alarm Is justified by 
the 
facts. 
The 
mill operatives of Lowell have been as a rule a very frugal and thrifty class. 
That a large proportion of them’ has made provision for the proverbial rainy 
day, the large deposits in the local savings banks will readily 
show*. 
In­ 
deed, few cities such aw Lowell can show such 
large 
deposits 
from 
the 
working people. The earnings of the operatives 
are small, to bo sure, 
but 
those who are single, and they constitute a large 
portion of Ihe 
whole, were 
able to save som ething every week. 
Even the Greeks who have been here 
but a short time have substantial bank accounts. 
These bank accounts will 
be freely dmwn upon during the strike so that the strikers, even though out 
of work and earning nothing, will enjoy some of the comforts of life. 
For those who have no bank account the union 
will 
provide from the 
relief funds after the first two weeks of the strike so that there 
need be 
no apprehension of suffering or of an Industrial 
cataclysm 
which 
would 
bring down m erchants and various lines of business in general disaster. 
In case the drain upon 
the savings of the operatives be too great, there 
will be a shifting of loans upon m ortgages and perhaps a slight Increase in 
the rate of interest for loans at these particular banks. 
Let it be under­ 
stood that there w ill be alm ost as much money spent for weeks to come as 
if the mills were running. The people will live as usual and the butcher and 
the baker and the candlestick maker will do business at the old stand with 
receipts practically normal for the operatives now* on 
strike are going to 
have some of the comforts of life regardless of the strike. 
Therefore let not the calam ity wail go out as if a panic prevailed here. 
D o not Invite disaster by predicting it and then rushing to meet it.

This was demonstrated in the Boer war. 
The king does not wish to expatriate a race which gives the country such 
tacticians as Roberts, Kitchener, French, and many others. 
He sees the 
advantage of keeping them at home and making 
them his 
friends. 
In 
course of time the population of Ireland will grow to what it was in 1847 
or about 8,000,000, although It is now only 
about 
half that 
number. Then 
Ireland will get what she wants. 


TREASURER CLARK’S CHARGES. 


Treasurer Clark of the Boott m ills in an Interview published in a Boston 
paper made some very questionable statem ents.

Again Mr, Clark states that they (the 
agents)

Hibbert urged the local unions to strike, when they did nothing of 
the 
kind. 
Inasmuch as the Lowell mills pay lower w ages than those of any other 
New England city, It is natural that the operatives 
should demand 
wages 
equal to those paid elsewhere for practically the sam e work. 
We do not see how the mill men could blame 
the operatives of different 
cities for standing by one another, even lf It were so, for do not the mills 
of different cities stand by one another? W hat does the Arkwright club mean? 
W hat does the Mill A gents’ association of Lowell mean? 
How* many mills do 
Lyman and Coolidge control? 
There Is no reason why the operatives of 
various cities should not band together for mutual benefit even 
as do the 
mills. 
The mill combine compels them to do so; 
but still it is untrue that 
any such Influence from without was exercised in promoting this strike. The 
preterit strike Is the logical outcome of the bunco game played upon the op­ 
eratives last year, when the Textile Council was persuaded to declare off the 
strike and leave the whole matter to the civic committee and 
the 
agents. 
The com mittee could do nothing and ^the agents 
would do nothing for the 
operatives except compelled

if Admiral Dewey had been 
correctly 
reported, the governm ent of the U nit­ 
ed States would do everything proper 
on its own initiative without any re 
minder from here. 
Fount von Reventlow, in the Tage- 
hlatt today, compares the 
German 
and American navies. 
He pays G er­ 
m any’s first squadron Is homogeneous 
and always ready for instant service, 
"Jt could,” he adds, “smash Dewey’* 
heterogeneous assemblage, which had 
not a single modern armored cruiser.” 
The count regards 
the American 
manoeuvres 
os 
“generally childish,” 
and as “always resulting in defeats of 
the hostile fleets, the naval eommand- 
rs therefore gaining large new spaper 
glory." 
Fount von Reventlow refers to the 
‘poor m arksm anship of tho "West In­ 
dian fleet.” to Its “Insufficient, num ber 
of officers and men,” and to the “low* 
morals of the navy.” as indicated by 
the numerous desertions and snys he 
believes "the United States will some 
day have a fine fleet, b u t she has not 
one yet.”

URGES T H E DISMISSAL OF COM­ 


MISSIONER STURGIS.

N E W YORK, March 31.—Comptroller 
Grout yesterday sent a letter to Mayor 
Low recommending the 
dismissal 
of 
Fire Commissioner Sturgis for alleged 
violation of the city ^charter in aw ard­ 
ing contracts. 
At the conclusion of the 
letter, he urges the dismissal of S tu r­ 
gis as Sturgis dismissed Chief Croker, 
by saying that he should receive 
the 
“rigorous application of the penalty of 
the law as he, as judge, adm inistered 
to the former chief whom he recently 
removed from office.’’ 
The comptroller calls the mayor’s a t ­ 
tention to an opinion of the corporation 
counsel, that the 
violations 
of 
the 
charter in the m anner alleged against 
Mr. Sturgis is an indictable offense and 
then declares th a t “three weeks after 
the corporation counsel 
had 
warned 
him (Sturgis) that violation or evasion 
of this charter provision m ight be the 
basis of a criminal indictm ent and in 
addition make him 
personally 
liable 
for the cost incurred, the fire commis­ 
sioner, either with a defiance of the law 
which cannot be tolerated in any public 
official or else wdth ignorance of what 
w as going on in his departm ent and of 
the purport of the papers to which he 
was putting his nam e which would in­ 
dicate official incompetence, committed 
two clear violations of the provisions of 
Section 419. 
“It is a fact th a t again and again 
within the last year, I have specifically 
called the attention of 
Commissioner 
Sturgis to the illegality of the course 
which he has been pursuing, not, how­ 
ever in answer to inquiries by him, as 
I understand he has stated but volun­ 
tarily and because of the presentation 
here of objectionable vouchers.”

By reason of the tran s­ 
fer of these prisoners, their term* of 
Imprisonment were very m aterially in­ 
creased—In some oases to the extent 
of three or four years—for the reason 
that the Ohio and New York laws 
relating to th# diminution 
of

tences for good conduct which by the 
federal statutes, were m ade applica­ 
ble to the 
United States prisoners.

his

philanthropic 
project 
th a n in a n y previous 
a c t 
of 
this 
fam ou s 
millionaire, 
a lth o u g h 
a t the p resen t w ritin g 
he h as not devoted to its c o n su m m a ­ 
tion so m an y millions' as to his e d u c a ­ 
tional schem es, notably in his g ifts to 
the U n iversity of Chicago. 
A ccording to the inform ation given 
ru t by his friends and associates, the 
la test Rockefeller schem e of founding 
a v ast in stitu te for the in vestig atio n of 
the causes an d prevention of disease 
h as engaged his th o u g h t and atten tio n 
for years. 
T he g rea t Rockefeller I n ­ 
stitu te F o r Medical R esearch had its 
inception long ago, though its aim s and 
th e scope of the projected w ork h av s 
only recently been m ade public. 
Mr. R ockefeller’s first donation for 
th e 
prosecution 
of 
pathological 
re ­ 
search w as a y ear ago last Ju n e and 
a m o u n ted to $200,000, but quite recently 
he has increased the a m o u n t of this 
gift by a million dollars, w ith a hin t 
conveyed a t the sam e tim e th a t there 
m a y ba millions m ore to come, th u s 
placing w h a t will undoubtedly become 
one of th e w orld's m ost useful c h a ri­ 
ties upon a n im pregnable fo undation 
beyond the reach of possible disaster. 
According to one of his collaborators, 
It w as not th o u g h t best to concen trate 
the w ork of the first y ear in an y single 
place, b u t In accordance w ith the best 
resu lts of experience to enlist the co­ 
operation of various in v estig ato rs in 
different p a rts of the country. 
T here 
were m a n y prom ising in vestigation s in 
p rogress w hich could not be continued 
for lack of funds, and, again, it

ble purpose, therefore, of discovering 
such persons and of aiding a t once 
some urg en t inv estig ation s It w as d e­ 
cided th a t th e funds to be expended the 
first y ea r should be divided Into a se­ 


ries of fellowships. 
T hese fellowships, 
yielding from $300 to $1,000 each, w ere 
gran ted to individuals In different In­ 
stitu tio ns on th e basis of th e im por­ 
tance of the problem s proposed for in ­ 


vestigation. the opportunities afforded 
for research stu d y and the c h a racter 
and abilities of the w orkers available. 
H av in g ascertained, first of all, the 
need of such an Institution and then 
the a b u n d an c e of available m aterial 
necessary to con stitu te Its personnel, 
Mr. Rockefeller advanced ano ther step 
and m ade his plan* for localizing the 
schem e and m ak in g it of the greatest 
use to th e country. 
His com prehensive 
plans show by th eir elaboration as to 
details th e close a tte n tio n for a long 
period 
of m a s te r m inds engaged 
In 
w orking out the problem s of patholog­ 
ical science and contem plate, first, the 
Im m ediate erection of a laboratory In 
which will be conducted Investigations 
in all d e p a rtm e n ts of medical research 
by a large resident staff and eo-OTdl- 
nate staff of 
"fellow s;” second, 
the 
building of a hospital In w hich special 
groups of p atien ts will be treated In 
order to develop new m ethods In the 
tre a tm e n t of disease; third, th e e sta b ­ 
lishm ent of a Journal In which are to 
be published the results of the Insti­ 
tu te 's investigations and 
w hich 
will 
serve as a m edium for discussion of 
kindred topics; fourth, the estab lish ­ 
m ent of po pular lectures by w hich to 
spread inform ation on hygienic m a t­ 
ters; fifth, the institution of a hygienic 
m useum an d the dissem ination of lit­ 
era tu re bearing on the problem s Inves­ 
tigated. 
A pleasing peculiarity of this Insti­ 
tution will be the disposition of Its fac­ 
ulties to ta k e hold of p ractical prob­ 
lems w hich now press so h a rd upon the 
public generally, and especially upon 
the poor. 
F o r example, It has already 
Instituted series of experim ents to a s ­ 
certain the causes of co n tam inatio n in 
the milk an d the w ater supplies of our 
lurge cities an d their prevention. 
It 
has initiated researches into th e cause 
and cure of tuberculosis, tetanu s, ty ­ 


phoid, diabetes, smallpox and d y se n ­ 
tery, the last nam ed disease, it Is said, 
being likely to yield to tre a tm e n t by 
the dysenteric antitoxin recently dis­ 
covered. 
Special studies will be m ade 
In bacteriology, and a relentless w ar 
waged upon all the Insects, big an d lit­ 
tle, which Infest the hu m an body, as 
well as those th a t prey upon It from 
j the outside, like files and m osquitoes. 
It will be seen from th e foregoing 
th a t the institu te has be-n projected 
upon a com prehensive plan, 
th u t It 
will doubtless be of Incalculable bene­ 
fit 
to 
Mr, 
R ockefeller’s 
fellow 
citi­ 
zens and will redound to his credit In 
generations yet to come. 
It will be 
insured of continuance in the future, 
near and far, by an am ple endow m ent, 
the generous donor having, it is said, 
suggested $10,000,000 as the least he will 
bestow upon It, while his son and heir, 
Mr. Jo hn D. Rockefeller, Jr.. ta k e s an 
Interest In the schem e second only to 
his fa th e r s. 
One of the most hopeful features of 
the great w ork is the practical n atu re 
of its investigations. 
For m any c e n tu ­ 
ries now m en have been delving into 
n ature'* a rc a n a try in g to w rest from 
her the secret of health and longevity, 
and by this time it Is reasonable to ex­ 
pect results. 
But, aside from the gen ­ 
eral fact th a t life Is perhaps a little 
longer th an of yore—th a t Is, the a v e r­ 
age life of the m asses 
h u m a n ity at 
large has not benefited from such in ­ 
vestigations as it should have done. 
T his is no tim e for mere palliatives, 
but for radical reform in m ethods of 
pathological work. 
To go back to the 
beginning, to get a t the origin of d is­ 
ease and th u s tight it most intelligently, 
will be the laudable endeavor of the 
medical scientists whom Mr. R ockefel­ 
ler has furnished w ith the "sinew s of 
w ar," and long suffering h u m a n ity will 
tak e hope from their investigations. 


A com parison has been m ade betw een 
the Rockefeller Institute of m edicine 
and the Carnegie Institute of science 
et W ashington, in a certain sense th# 
form er being considered th e comple­ 
m ent of the latter. 
B ut th e C arnegie 
foundation a t W ash in gto n is for th# 
ad v an cem en t of science mainly, and, 
while fa rreac h in g in Its scope and per­ 
haps ultim ately beneficial, the form er 
schem e hits nearer the m ark.

the causes and prevention of disease 
has engaged his thought and attention 
for years. The great Rockefeller In- 
stitute For Medical Research had Ua 
inception long ago, though its alms and 
the scope of the projected work have 
only recently been made public. 


Mr. Rockefeller's first donation for 


tho prosecution 
of pathological 
re- 


search was a year ago last June and 
amounted to ?200,000, but quite recently 
he bas Increased tlib amount of this 
plft by a million dollars, with a htnt 
conveyed at the same time that there 
may be millions more to come, thua 
placing what will undoubtedly become 
one- of the world's moat useful chari- 
ties upon an Impregnable foundation 
beyond the reach of possible disaster. 


According to one of his collaborators, 


It ivas not thought best to concentrate 
the work of the first year In any single 
place, but in accordance with the beat 
results of experience to enlist the co- 
operation of various investigators in 
different parts of the country.
